In  the  infancy  of  establishments  for  the  reception  of  in¬ 
valids,  patients,  labouring  under  every  form  of  disease, 
were  indiscriminately  admitted  into  the  same  hospital. 

As  medical  science  advanced,  it  was  observed,  that  im¬ 
portant  advantages  would  be  likely  to  arise  to  society  from 
the  foundation  of  institutions,  limited  to  particular  infir¬ 
mities  ;  hence  the  establishment  of  distinct  Medical  and 
Surgical  Hospitals,  Fever  Hospitals,  Lunatic  Asylums, 
Lying-in  Hospitals,  Lock  Hospitals,  Eye  Infirmaries, 
&c.  &c. 

The  utility  of  such  institutions  has  been  already  proved 
by  long  and  satisfactory  experience. 

In  truth,  there  is  scarcely  any  class  of  disease,  which 

doss  not  require,  and  would  not  be  benefited  by  having  an 

B 
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Hospital  peculiarly  appropriated  to  their  wants.  More¬ 
over,  by  concentrating,  in  the  same  building,  all  the  varie¬ 
ties  of  the  same  class  of  disease,  opportunities  are  olForded 
for  observation  and  comparison,  and  consequently  for  the 
extension  of  our  knowledge,  which  could  never  be  obtained 
under  any  other  circumstances.  These  are  not,  however, 
the  only  advantages  arising  from  such  establishments,  for, 
while  they  afford  relief  to  suffering  humanity,  and  the 
means  of  extending  the  boundaries  of  science,  they  form 
a  school,  which  enables  the  medical  student  to  acquire, 
even  in  that  limited  period,  within  which  he  is  gene¬ 
rally  obliged  to  contract  his  professional  education,  such 
information  as  must  render  him  a  truly  valuable  acquisition 
to  society. 

Of  all  diseases,  there  are  none,  perhaps,  which  call  more 
imperiously  for  a  particular  establishment,  than  those  of 
the  skin.  It  is  true,  their  extreme  frequency,  the  great 
distress  they  occasion,  and  the  circumstances  of  those  to 
whom  thev  are  most  incident,  have  secured  to  them,  at

all  times,  a  large  share  of  charitable  attention  ;  but,  when 
it  is  considered,  how  extremely  frequent  these  affections 
are  in  Dublin,  for  poverty  and  uncleanliness  are  the  causes 
of  a  large  proportion  of  cutaneous  diseases,  and  the  lower 
orders  of  this  city  are  unfortunately  the  victims  of  both  ; — 
that  their  peculiar  nature  and  mode  of  treatment  demand 
arrangements  which  cannot  be  made  in  a  general  Hos¬ 
pital  ;  and  when  we  reflect  that  there  are  no  diseases  in- 
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volvecl  in  greater  obscurity,  and  therefore  none  more  in 
need  of  investigation,  the  advantages  are  evident  which 
would  necessarily  arise  to  all  ranks  of  society  from  an  Hos¬ 
pital  in  this  metropolis,  limited  in  its  objects  to  diseases  of 
the  skin. 

Such  were  the  reflections  which  led  to  the  institution  of 
this  Infirmary,  the  first  of  the  kind  in  the  British  empire.*

fumigation,  in  an  apparatus,  constructed  for  the  purpose,
